President Richard Nixon resigned 
as the 37th President of the United 
States and Gerald Ford became the 
38th.

While some of the relief expressed 
with the resignation of Nixon came 
from those who just wanted Nixon 
out of office, we feel that most of it 
came from the hope that the period 
in 
our 
history 
known 
as 
“Watergate” had come to an end. 
And if it were not for this sense of 
relief the matter might have gone 
almost unnoticed. 
One can only speculate as to 
whether the clamor for Nixon’s 
resignation or impeachment would 
have been as strong had Agnew still 
been our vice president instead of 
Ford. One thing for sure, we would 
not have the unity in the country 
with a change to Agnew that we have 
had with the transition to President 
Ford. 
In fact, one could probably search 
the entire nation and not find a man 
more fitting to serve during this

This is not to say that no other man 
could make a better president over 
the next two to six years, but he is 
undoubtedly the best man to get us 
through this transition period as we 
move out of Watergate and back to 
the problems facing this nation. 
Now, the big guessing game is who 
will be our next vice president? This 
is a much bigger problem for 
President Ford than one would 
suspect at first glance. In the first 
place it must be someone who can 
get both House and Senate approval. 
But at the same time if President 
Ford has any thoughts of running for 
a full term as President in 1976 then 
the man selected should be one that 
the public would elect. 
And this is where the problems 
start coming in. Will the Democratic 
controlled Congress give their 
stamp of approval to any man (or 
woman for that matter) who would 
be a strong running mate in 1976? 
Ford was approved because he 
would not be running with Nixon in 
1976 and it was thought that he would 
not be much of a candidate if by 
some chance he might decide to run. 
But now that he is president it is a 
whole new ball game. 
As for Nixon one can only wonder 
what his future will hold during the 
next year or so. There are those who 
would like to see the “book" thrown 
at him and then there are those who 
feel that the nation would be much 
better off if the whole thing just 
quietly died down. 
In viewing the situation ob­ 
jectively one must discount those 
democrats who view Nixon, along 
with all republicans as being all bad 
and on the other hand one must 
discount those who maintain that the 
democrats and the news media were 
out to get Nixon from the very 
beginning. 
For the rest of us, somewhere in 
the middle, we can only wonder how 
the man ever got himself in such a 
mess. The most disgusting thing 
about the entire hanky-panky is the 
reproach it brings on the office of the 
presidency. Nixon could have locked 
himself in a closet and defeated 
George McGovern. 
It’s all rather unreal—that the 
braintrust he brought into govern­ 
ment to surround him would play 
Mickey Mouse games when all they 
had to do was work effectively at 
their job. Surely the president’s 
record of selecting his associates 
must rate with the worst in the 
annals of business or government. 
While he must be given credit for 
great accomplishments in the realm 
of international politics, world 
peace, and diplomacy, he draws a 
blank when it comes to hiring people 
and in domestic issues at home. 
We can thank Nixon for bringing 
Watergate to an end by resigning 
because this nation did not need 
another year of that. And we owe 
him thanks for his efforts to bring 
peace to the world. But all the 
troubles he may face in the time 
ahead because of his blunders while 
in office he can thank himself for.

Actual construction is slated to 
begin some time in September on a 
half-million dollar extension to the 
grain elevator and storage facilities 
of F. B. Moore Grain Company’s 
elevator system in Hamlin, it was 
announced this week by Fred B. 
Moore and son, Fred B. Jr. 
The extensions, which would be 
north of the present 
storage 
facilities alongside the Santa Fe 
Railway 
tracks 
in 
N ortheast 
Hamlin, will more than double the 
storage capacity of the elevator 
system. With 360,000-bushel cap­ 
acity, the elevators here are the 
largest between Fort Worth and El 
Paso. The new addition would in­ 
crease the storage capacity 500,000 
bushels, the Moores declared. 
New construction would include 
nine large storage bins similar in 
design to the nine bins already in the 
system; plus 25 smaller bins. The 
new bin system would perm it 
classification of many 
different 
kinds of grains. 
The new elevator legs would be of 
new design that would permit the 
handling of 16,000 bushels of grain 
per hour. 
The new storage bins, to be of 
concrete construction, will be 132 
feet high, eight feet higher than the 
present bins. They will extend 40 feet 
underground, and the head houses 
over the elevators will be 70 feet 
high, making the overall height 242 
from top to bottom. 
Moore Grain Company has been 
handling thousands of bushels of 
grain under government loans. But 
their facilities have been overtaxed 
many times over, with an un­ 
determ ined num ber of bushels 
being turned away every season 
because of lack of facilities.

All students entering the 
Hamlin Public Schools as 
transfers, first graders and 
kindergarten must furnish 
evidence of immunity against 
five diseases, according to 
Superintendent Bob Hawes. 
Those students enrolled in 
Hamlin schools the past year 
will not be required to bring 
personal 
immunization 
records. 
Supt. Hawes said that the 
state law requires parents to 
funish official evidence of 
current immunity against 
polio, diphtheria, tetanus, 
measles, and rubella. 
Official evidence is defined 
as a personal immunization 
record which 
has been 
validated by signature or 
rubber stamp of a physician 
or public health clinic. 
Current immunity law for 
these illnesses is defined as 
follows: Children in kin­ 
dergarten and grades I 
through 5; Polio - at least 
three doses of oral vaccine, 
provided one or more doses 
have been received since the 
fourth birthday. 
D iphtheria-Tetanus 
Minimum of three closes, with 
at least one dose having been 
received since the fourth 
birthday.. 
Measles - One dose of 
vaccine or history of red 
measles (IO day measles) 
illness. 
Rubella - One dose of 
vaccine. Not required after 12 
years of age. 
Children and others in 
grades 6 through 12: Polio -

The Stamford Area Mental 
Health and Mental Retar­ 
dation Outreach Center will 
host an open blouse Wed­ 
nesday, Aug. 21, from 5 til 7 
p.m. at 600 E. McHarg in 
Stamford. 
According to Mrs. Joe 
(Mollie) Aalbue, director, the 
purpose of the open house is 
to allow those who are in­ 
terested to view the facilities 
and become familiar with the 
services of the Center. 
Special invitations have 
gone to all those who donated 
their time and money to build 
the center. Among those who 
are expected to attend are 
Judge Thurman and the 
Jones County Commissioners 
Court. 
“Using statewide statistics 
to estimate the percentage of 
a given population who would 
use the services of a mental 
health facility, the estimated 
number to be assisted was 
from 40 to 60 persons in the 
first year. At this time’ Mrs. 
Aalbue said, ‘we have served 
66 persons from various 
communities 
in 
Jones 
County. After ten months in 
operation we are operating at 
above maximum level ef­ 
fectiveness in terms of 
number of persons served.’ 
One of the statewide goals 
of all community centers is to 
prevent 
hospitalization. 
Besides the concept for 
prevention is the preferred 
treatment. A factor to be 
considered in preventing 
hospitalization is the com­ 
parative cost of in-patient 
versus out-patient care. The 
cost of maintainng an in­ 
dividual on an out-patient 
basis in Jones County is 
approximately 
$70 
per 
month. The same individual, 
if he were hospitalized, would 
cost the state between $300 
and 
$400 
to 
maintain. 
Preventative 
out-patient 
services operate at 20 percent 
of the cost of in-patient care. 
By preventing hospitalization 
we are saving tax money. 
The Outreach Center seeks 
to promote activities or 
programs which (I) enhance 
an individual’s capacity to 
solve his own problems; (2) 
encourage a person’s ability 
to perform constructive and 


meaningful IIN tasks. To do 
this the Outreach Center has 
instituted several programs; 
(I) a Summer Fun Program 
for special education children 
between the ages of 5 and IO, 
using teenage volunteers. 
The center working with the 
Tri-County Education Coop 
hosted 24 children who en­ 
thusiastically participated in 
educational type fun. This 
included a visit from a 
policeman, a tour of the fire 
department and a field trip 
and picnic to the Abilene Zoo. 
There was almost IOO percent 
response; (2) the Center has 
an activity group which 
meets 
weekly 
with 
a 
volunteer. This group is for 
people who would not benefit 
from group counseling, but 
who need some type of 
creative activity; (3) the 
Outreach Center is very 
involved 
in 
efforts 
to 
established 
a 
com­ 
prehensive program for the 
elderly. 
Director Mollie Aalbue is 
retiring and the new director 
will be Brenda Hodges who is 
to take over Sept. I. She is a 
graduate of Lueders High 
School and she has her degree 
in sociology from Hardin- 
Simmons University.

While some of the relief expressed 
with the resignation of Nixon came 
from those who just wanted Nixon 
out of office, we feel that most of it 
came from the hope that the period

as 
“Watergate” had come to an end. 
And if it were not for this sense of 
relief the matter might have gone 
almost unnoticed. 
One can only speculate as to 
whether the clamor for Nixon’s 
resignation or impeachment would 
have been as strong had Agnew still 
been our vice president instead of 
Ford. One thing for sure, we would 
not have the unity in the country 
with a change to Agnew that we have 
had with the transition to President 
Ford. 
In fact, one could probably search 
the entire nation and not find a man 
more fitting to serve during this

time in our nation’s history. 
This is not to say that no other man 
could make a better president over 
the next two to six years, but he is 
undoubtedly the best man to get us 
through this transition period as we 
move out of Watergate and back to 
the problems facing this nation. 
Now, the big guessing game is who 
will be our next vice president? This 
is a much bigger problem for 
President Ford than one would 
suspect at first glance. In the first 
place it must be someone who can 
get both House and Senate approval. 
But at the same time if President 
Ford has any thoughts of running for 
a full term as President in 1976 then 
the man selected should be one that 
the public would elect. 
And this is where the problems 
start coming in. Will the Democratic 
controlled Congress give their 
stamp of approval to any man (or 
woman for that matter) who would 
be a strong running mate in 1976? 
Ford was approved because he 
would not be running with Nixon in 
1976 and it was thought that he would 
not be much of a candidate if by 
some chance he might decide to run. 
But now that he is president it is a 
whole new ball game. 
As for Nixon one can only wonder 
what his future will hold during the 
next year or so. There are those who 
would like to see the “ book” thrown 
at him and then there are those who 
feel that the nation would be much 
better off if the whole thing just 
quietly died down. 
In viewing the situation ob­ 
jectively one must discount those 
democrats who view Nixon, along 
with all republicans as being all bad 
and on the other hand one must 
discount those who maintain that the 
democrats and the news media were 
out to get Nixon from the very 
beginning. 
For the rest of us, somewhere in 
the middle, we can only wonder how 
the man ever got himself in such a 
mess. The most disgusting thing 
about the entire hanky-panky is the 
reproach it brings on the office of the 
presidency. Nixon could have locked 
himself in a closet and defeated 
George McGovern. 
It’s all rather unreal—that the 
braintrust he brought into govern­ 
ment to surround him would play 
Mickey Mouse games when all they 
had to do was work effectively at 
their job. Surely the president’s 
record of selecting his associates 
must rate with the worst in the 
annals of business or government. 
While he must be given credit for 
great accomplishments in the realm 
of international politics, world 
peace, and diplomacy, he draws a 
blank when it comes to hiring people 
and in domestic issues at home. 
We can thank Nixon for bringing 
Watergate to an end by resigning 
because this nation did not need 
another year of that. And we owe 
him thanks for his efforts to bring 
peace to the world. But all the 
troubles he may face in the time 
ahead because of his blunders while 
in office he can thank himself for.

Actual construction is slated to 
begin some time in September on a 
half-million dollar extension to the 
grain elevator and storage facilities 
of F. B. Moore Grain Company’s 
elevator system in Hamlin, it was 
announced this week by Fred B. 
Moore and son, Fred B. Jr. 
The extensions, which would be 
north of 
the 
present 
storage 
facilities alongside the Santa Fe 
Railway 
tracks 
in 
N ortheast 
Hamlin, will more than double the 
storage capacity of the elevator 
system. With 360,000-bushel cap­ 
acity, the elevators here are the 
largest between Fort Worth and El 
Paso. The new addition would in­ 
crease the storage capacity 500,000 
bushels, the Moores declared. 
New construction would include 
nine large storage bins similar in 
design to the nine bins already in the 
system; plus 25 smaller bins. The 
new bin system would perm it 
classification 
of many 
different 
kinds of grains. 
The new elevator legs would be of 
new design that would permit the 
handling of 16,000 bushels of grain 
per hour. 
The new storage bins, to be of 
concrete construction, will be 132 
feet high, eight feet higher than the 
present bins. They will extend 40 feet 
underground, and the head houses 
over the elevators will be 70 feet 
high, making the overall height 242 
from top to bottom. 
Moore Grain Company has been 
handling thousands of bushels of 
grain under government loans. But 
their facilities have been overtaxed 
many times over, with an un­ 
determ ined num ber of bushels 
being turned away every season 
because of lack of facilities.

“Using statewide statistics 
to estimate the percentage of 
a given population who would 
use the services of a mental 
health facility, the estimated 
number to be assisted was 
from 40 to 60 persons in the 
first year. At this time’ Mrs. 
Aalbue said, ’we have served 
66 persons from various 
communities 
in 
Jones 
County. After ten months in 
operation we are operating at 
above maximum level ef­ 
fectiveness in term s of 
number of persons served.’ 
One of the statewide goals 
of all community centers is to 
prevent 
hospitalization. 
Besides the concept for 
prevention is the preferred 
treatment. A factor to be 
considered in preventing 
hospitalization is the com­ 
parative cost of in-patient 
versus out-patient care. The 
cost of maintainng an in­ 
dividual on an out-patient 
basis in Jones County is 
approximately 
$70 
per 
month. The same individual, 
if he were hospitalized, would 
cost the state between $300 
and 
$400 
to 
maintain. 
Preventative 
out-patient 
services operate at 20 percent 
of the cost of in-patient care. 
By preventing hospitalization 
we are saving tax money. 
The Outreach Center seeks 
to promote activities or 
programs which (I) enhance 
an individual’s capacity to 
solve his own problems; (2) 
encourage a person’s ability 
to perform constructive and 


meaningful life tasks. To do 
this the Outreach Center has 
instituted several programs; 
(l )a Summer Fun Program 
for special education children 
between the ages of 5 and IO, 
using teenage volunteers. 
TTie center working with the 
Tri-County Education Coop 
hosted 24 children who en­ 
thusiastically participated in 
educational type fun. This 
included a visit from a 
policeman, a tour of the fire 
department and a field trip 
and picnic to the Abilene Zoo. 
There was almost IOO percent 
response; (2) the Center has 
an activity group which 
meets 
weekly 
with 
a 
volunteer. This group is for 
people who would not benefit 
from group counseling, but 
who need some type of 
creative activity; 
(3) the 
Outreach Center is very 
involved 
in 
efforts 
to 
established 
a 
com­ 
prehensive program for the 
elderly. 
Director Mollie Aalbue is 
retiring and the new director 
will be Brenda Hodges who is 
to take over Sept. I. She is a 
graduate of Lueders High 
School and she has her degree 
in sociology from Hardin- 
Simmons University. She has
